REMARKS 

Applicants thank the Examiner for finding that the claims in this application are 
patentable over the prior art. Applicants have amended independent claims 1 and 7 above to 
indicate that the nitrogen functional groups are present in an amount of at least 0.5 atomic % in 
order to overcome the criticism of the claims on this ground in the Advisory Action. Applicants 
appreciate the Examiner's helpful suggestion. 

The Examiner maintains the rejection of claims 1-18 under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, 
because, in the Examiner's view, the original disclosure of the specification does not provide a 
written description of the limitation "a polyolefin resin layer containing at most 1% by weight of 
ethylene." In the Advisory Action, the Examiner stated his belief that the person skilled in the 
art would not have known that the specification was referring to weight percentages, 
commenting further that "comonomer contents are often referred to in the art by other 'types' of 
percentages, such as molar percent." 

Applicants respectfully submit that the Examiner is giving persons skilled in this art too 
little credit for their knowledge of the units used in disclosures generally and is not reading 
applicants' disclosure in its proper context. The passage to which applicants have referred in 
their prior arguments, page 8, lines 20-22, states, "An optional amount of propylene-ethylene 
copolymer of 4% ethylene may also be included, up to 25% by weight of the skin layer." 
[Emphasis added.] In the context of the disclosure in question, applicants clearly indicate that 
the amount of copolymer including the ethylene units at issue here is measured in weight 
percent, so, in context, the units of monomer a person skilled in this art would naturally believe 
are in use are weight percent, just as applicants' claims now provide. It does not take any more 
than ordinary skill in the art to multiply "4% ethylene" by "25% by weight" to get "1% by 
weight ethylene content," as claimed. 

If the Examiner would review the remainder of the disclosure of this application, he will 
see that applicants have not, as speculated by the Examiner, referred to "molar percent" 
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anywhere but have referred to atomic percent with reference to nitrogen functional group content 
only and either percent or ppm by weight in all other contexts. In this disclosure, there is simply 
no basis for the Examiner's comment regarding molar percent content of anything. 
Early action allowing claims 1-18 is solicited.
